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HOW SLOW WE ARE TO LEARN! 
Comparatively few seem to be learning the lesson which 
is 80 forcibly taught by the depression under which the whole 
population of the United States has suffered for two years, 
and practically the whole population of Europe for twelve 


“years, The evident lesson to rich and poor alike, to statesmen 


and economists, is that materia! prosperity is not within the 
power of man to provide permanently, and that there are 
higher. things for which a man should live. 

The leston has been forcibly learned that wealth is at- 
tended by a great deal of worry. Its possessors worry about 
the safety of their securities; and worry when their business 
or the earnings of their fortune shrinks. The poor have never 
had those particular kinds of worries, nor do they even think 
it possible that people who were formerly prosperous could 
fée] more than they do the sting of the business depression 
and the unemployment situation. 

I have said that people do not learn this lesson. This is 
evident from the fact that there are no special evidences of 
the cultivation of greater spirituality either on the part of 
the former wealthy or of the poor. The poor have given their 
ear to the agitator in most countries of the world instead of 
to those who represent the Heavenly Father here on earth, 
and have drifted from the only source of consolation rather 
than drawn closer to it. 

Spiritual values, supernatural things, the “peace which 
passeth all understanding” seem not to be attractive. If the 
Almighty were to make an offer to grant any personal re- 
quest to the hundreds of millions of His children here on 
éarth, it is safe to say that ninety-nine out of every hundred 
would ask for assistance of a material kind. This is a very 
unhealthy state of mind. It is a state of mind which is at 
variance with the faith which should control the mind. It is 
not a natura! state of mind. It would be natura! only if all 
the world were infidel. It would be natural only if we were 
created for this world alone, and if our whole existence ended 
with death. It is not a natural state of mind if material pros- 
perity is not the safest way to eternal well-being. 

On the other hand it is, of course, not natural for the 
whole human race to be in want. But may this unnatural 
situation not be permitted by the Heavenly Father in order 
to arouse His children from their unnatural state of mind? 
It is not natural that children should be allowed to hunger 
and parents be unable to feed them. But may the cause not be 
God's displeasure at the growing sentiment in favor of deny- 
ing existence to children? 

The words of our Savior are particularly true at this 
time, it matters not to which national group of people we 
might think of applying them: “If thou hadst known, and 
that in this thy day, the things that are to thy peace."’ Let 
us only hope that they are not “hidden permanently from our 
eyes’, and that the enemy, the Communist, the anti-Christian, 
the followers of the Powers of Darkness not “cast a 
trench about us and compass us round and straigthen us on 
every side and beat us flat to the ground.”
